Washingto n.—The sto ry o f the part 
America and Americans played in aid­ 
ing the British ami the French during 
the eurly spring o ffensive o f the Ger- 
rntins o n the So mme can never be ade­ 
quately to ld. The who le picture is to o 
big to paint o n o ne canvas. It is o nly 
Dy describing the wo rk o f individuals 
and particular gro ups o f wo rkers that 
so me idea o f the American effo rt and 
its effectiveness in this histo ric battle 
can lie bro ught ho me to the peo ple 
back ho me—and then o nly in a small 
way. 
While it is perhaps o nly a very 
small Incident in the histo ry o f that 
great affair, the sto ry o f ho w a small 
band o f American Red Cro ss wo rkers 
“carried o n” at o n« 1 o f the evacuatio n 
ho spitals back o f the British fro nt 
sho uld make Americans pro ud. When 
all but a few o f the ho spital staff had 
left with the two hundred o r mo re 
patients and the Germans were ad­ 
vancing o nly a few' miles away, fo ur 
American army surgeo ns, assigned to 
the American Red Cro ss fo r wo rk at 
this particular ho spital, declared their 
Intentio n o f “sticking till h— fro ze 
o ver.” And six Red Cro ss ambulance 
and truck drivers, as well as several 
American Red .Cro ss nurses and aides 
“stuck“ with them. 
The Americans made their decisio n 
no t because o f sheer bravado , hut be­ 
cause the ho spital had the o ppo rtu­ 
nity o f serving a few wo unded so l­ 
diers fro m day to day—and co uld save 
their lives. And at this writing these 
Americans are still thtjre, giving much- 
needed medical attentio n to French 
and British so ldiers who are bro ught 
back to this ho spital because it is 
the nearest o ne back o f that po int o f j 
the line, 
Stay o n the Jo b. 
The big guns o f the British and 
French have been planted in the rear 
o f it—and then mo ved farther back. 
The Bo che airmen co me o ver at night. 
The little gro up o f Americans have 
seen the tro o ps, guns and transpo rts 
go by in streams to po ints in the rear, 
but as lo ng as the wo unded are 
bro ught there, these Americans will 
stay. 
A few ho urs after American Red 
Cro ss headquarter in Paris learned 
o f the big German o ffensive, it dis­ 
patched eight trucks and mo to r car? 
to this ho spital to aid in the evacua­ 
tio n o f the patients. 
Night and day 
the Red Cro ss drivers wo rked bring­ 
ing the wo unded fro m the ho spital to 
Paris. 
When this had been acco mplished 
the Red Cro ss cars went o ut into the 
surro unding co untry to pick up the 
wo unded, who were attempting to 
walk to a ho spital, and to aid the 
refugees struggling alo ng the ruid. 
Besides transpo rting these two hun­ 
dred o r mo re wo unded men to places 
j o f safety, the Red Cro ss cars aided 
130 refugees to the railheads in three 
uo ys. 
But their wo rk had o nly begun. 
Despite the evacuatio n o f the ho spital 
and the co nsequent o rder fo r mo re o f 
the staff to acco mpany the patients to 
po ints o f safety, the wo unded kept 
co ming in. 
Ninety per cent o f them 
were serio us cases. 
Practically all 
demanded immediate o peratio ns. No t 
simple o peratio ns, but majo r o nes, 
where a steady nerve, delicate to uch 
and sure hand were necessary to give 
the wo unded the best chance fo r life. 
Wo rk Night and Day. 
Night and day the American sur­ 
geo ns wo rked. 
There were a few 
nurses to assist, but all were tired— 
co mpletely 
fagged, 
mentally 
and 
physically. 
Every o ne needed rest. 
But there were the men co ming in 
every few ho urs, their bo dies pitifully 
to rn, and suffering unto ld ago nies. So 
no o ne tho ught o f sto pping, and even 
when o ne did get a few ho urs o ff duty 
there were the big guns o nly a few 
hundred feet fro m the ho spital. They 
belched and ro ared all night. 
Of co urse, so me o f the cases were 
ho peless and no amo unt o f surgical 
skill o r medical attentio n co uld save 
them. 
Here again the Americah Red 
Cro ss men came in fo r mo re wo rk. 
They had to dig the gruves and act as 
pallbearers. 
One night was especially hard. The 
do cto rs were kept busy in the o per­ 
ating ro o m until three o ’clo ck in the 
mo rning.

NEW SLANT ON WORK 


OF Y. M. C. A. IN FRANCE 


Prominent Western Minister Tells 
of Religious Activities Within 
Sound of Hun Guns. 


Th e Rev. Robert Freeman, D. D. of 
Pasadena, Cal., one of th e best-known 
ministers of th e West, is in France as 
a secretary to th e Y. M. C. A. 
Hero’s 
wh at be h as to say of religion with in 
sound of th e German guns, wh ere Isms 
merge into h elpfulness, and creeds 
don’t count so much as 
being kind: 
“You can get any opinion y ou want 
on th e religious work oi th e Y. M. C. 
A. in France. 
“ It is overdone, It is underdone, it 
isn’t done at a l l; it is narrow, it is 
bigoted, it is too generously b road; it 
is stiff, if is h igh ty -tigh ty , it Isn’t ch ild­ 
like; th ere is no singing worth speak­ 
ing of, and wh y don’t y ou h ave some­ 
th ing besides h y mns? 
Arui any one of 
th ese opinions can be defended, first 
by th e ch aracter of th e person voicing 
it, and, second, by reference to th e 
place visited by th e critics. 
“But h ere’s a little Incident th at 
h appened th e oth er day wh ich tells 
th e wh ole story of th e religious work 
of th e Y. M. C. A. in F rance: 
“An American lad with nerves sh at­ 
tered by w h at h e h ad seen at 
th e 
front, w as going out of h is mind. 
He 
h ad h ad th e ex perience before, and 
was in an agony of anticipation. 
He 
was a Cath olic, and, as such , most anx ­ 
ious to confess. 
H e could not speak 
French and th e only available priest 
could not speak English . 
“ ‘Is th ere any one h ere wh o can 
speak French ?’ Inquired th e priest. 
“Th e Y. M. C. A. woman running 
th e h otel knew th e language. 
So th e 
th ree retired into a quiet room, and th e 
American soldier confessed h is sins, 
th rough a Protestant woman to a Cath ­ 
olic priest, In a Y. M. C. A. h ut in 
France.”

READY BY 1ST OF SEPT. 


Boston, Mass.— Th e cornerstone of 
reconstructnon base h ospital No. l,j 
th e first of its kind in th e 
country , 
and th e gift of th e Benevolent and 
P rotective O rder of Elks, was laid 
on S aturday in th e. presence of a dis­ 
tinguish ed assembly of citizens. Rep­ 
resentatives of th e nation, state and 
« •ity , w ith em inent men of th e m edi­ 
cal profession and th ousands of Elks 
and prom inent citizens from all parts 
of th e east participating in th e cere­ 
mony in P arker Hill and signaziled 
by th eir presence and words th e no­ 
table im portance of th e event. 
Th e first reconstruction 
h ospital, 
wh ich will serve as th e model, 
th e 
standard m aker for sim ilar ones to 


be establish ed in th e United States, 
will give th e m aim ed 
and disabled 
American soldiers and sailors 
th e 
best of ex pert attention and occupa­ 
tional instruction. It will rebuild h u­ 
man wreckage into able-bodied men 
and will educate th em in occupations 
wh ich will best qualify th em not to 
become a burden to society . Th eaim 
of th e h ospital is to minimize 
th e 
sufferings and disabilities caused by 
th e war and to protect th e com m uni­ 
ty from an undue num ber of crippled 
citizen. 


Th e governm ent, th rough th e s ur­ 
geon general’s departm ent, in Novem 
h er last accepted th e reconstruction 
h ospital plans as a gift from 
th e 
Elks, Th e Elks w ar relief commission 
is building th e reconstruction h ospi­ 
tal at a cost of $250,000, th e money 
buing taken from th e Elks $1,000,- 
ouo war relief fund, voted by 
th e 
E lks’ 1017 convention. Th e h ospital 
will be ready to receive th e wounded 
soldiers and sailors in tlie early Sep­ 
tember.
